Analysis of Fertilizers. 

Which is the best fertilizer in the market ? 
is a question which has many times been 
asked, and is a question which all of us 
who are using them would be glad to have 
determined. Inthe sense in which it is 
asked, it can never be answered. From 
what is known of fertilizers at the present 
time, it isnot probable that any one brand 
of commereial fertilizers would prove the 
best in the hands of each of the many in- 
dividuals using them on the many varying 
conditions of soilto which they might be 
applied. The adaptation of a brand to the 
peculiar conditions prevailing in an indi- 
vidual case can only be determined by ex- 
periment, and this must ever be somewhat 
indefinite. So the best that can be done is

Early . 

The practice of shearing sheep in spring 
before going to pasture is rapidly gaining 
favor among flock owners. The change 
from the old-time practice of summer 
shearing is so radical that on being first 
introduced to notice it found more doubt- 
ers than followers, but wherever it bas 
been once tried there is found no desire to 
return to the old practice. The advanta- 
ges of the practice are so great that as soon 
as one proves that there are no formidable 
inconveniences attending it all objections 
disappear. 

Many have discontinued the practice of 
washing before shearing on account of the 
many inconveniences incident to it, and 
believing that on the whole it costs full as 
much as it comes to. So washiog, with 
many, no longer stands in the way of ear- 
lier shearing. ‘The work, too, does not in- 
terfere with other necessary farm work in 
early spring, as it does in summer. The 
owner’s time is not so absorbed with other 
matters at this season of comparative leis- 
ure, and labor is not so difficult to obtain 
and costs less than in the busy month of 
June, when all kinds of farm work is 
pressing for attention. 

The fleeces will average heavier than 
when left on tillsummer. There is always 
some waste of wool going on in a flock 
through the spring months. Ewe sheep 
with lambs will lose more or less from the 
legs and belly, and all sheep are from time 
to time losing locks ef wool by rubbing to- 
gether and around their feeding racks be- 
fore going to pasture, and against fences, 
bushes and briars after going to pasture. 
The shrinkage from these causes amounts 
to a considerable item in most flocks. 
Sheep are more easily kept free from ticks 
by early shearing. By exercising care 
when shearing, ali the ticks may be easily 
destroyed. Ifthe lambs are not dropped 
till after shearing, the sheep may be kept 
entirely free, with no other precaution. It 








move the fleece early. All of our domes- 
tic animals, and wild animals as well, 
thicken up their coats on the approach of 
cold weather in autumn, and shed them 
naturally on the approach of warm weather 
in spring. ‘The sheep, whose ‘fleece is de- 
signed to be appropriated by man, alone is 
an exception to the rule. 
nature, then, wisdom would indicate that 
they no longer needed covering should be 
removed on the approach of warm weather 
rather than to wait till summer. Hence, 
as might be expected, there is less tenden- 
cy to weakness and decline among the 
flock, so often seen at this season of the 
year, when the wool is removed at that 
time of the year when nature removes the 
coat from our cattle and horses. 

Now is the time to do it, this last of 
April, or ina backward season like this, 
the first week in May. After their fleeces 
are off they will need to be shut up nights 
in a closed pen fora week or more where 
there are no strong drafts of the cold 
winds, and the same in stormy weather, as 
they ought to be whether the fleeces are 
on or off. This is all the precaution nec- 
essary. We are confident that any one 
after trying early shearing once will be 
satisfied it is the better practice. 


What arethe Butter Factories Doing? 


One of the readers of the Farmer asks us 
to state “what has been the experience of 
those people in this State who have gone 
into making butter by the factory system?” 
We commend the caution which prompts 
ong to learn all he possibly can of an en- 
terprise before embarking in it himself. 
Ifthe butter factory will not stand the 
test of practical work, we want no more 
ventures in this direction. Still one should 
consider that itis anew thing among us, 
and there has hardly time enough passéd 
yet to fully prove and be able to show 
what may be done. We are personally 
acquainted with nearly all the individuals 
who are patronizing the factories now in 
operation in the State, and we have all 
along made diligent inquiry among them, 
and have not yet seen or heard of an indi- 
vidual who is dissatisfied with the system. 
Why should they be? It is true the facto- 
ries have not run long enough to determine 
what may be done, and enable us to array 
statistics in proof of their value to us; yet

In regard to the amount of fuel con- 
sumed in the United States, it is impossible 
to make close estimates. It is without 
doubt much greater than is generally sup- 
posed, such large quantites of wood are 
consumed for fuel of which no estimate can 
be found. 

Hon. G. P. Marsh in his ‘Earth and 
Man,” says: **I greatly doubt whether any 
of the American States, except, rhaps 
Oregon, has more wood land than it ought 
permanently to preserve.” Yet we see that 
the work of destruction still goes on. And 
we find that fully 2,000,000 acres of our 
woodlands are annually cut over in the 
United States to eupply the demands of 
civilization. In looking over these facts 
and figures, we can readily see the necessi- 
ty of preserving the remaining forests, as 
we shall soon be obliged to import large 
quantities of lumber, and when this time 
comes it will be aday of sorrow for this 
country.

Sheep-Raising.—Old Drew. 


As a reader of the Farmer,I take quite 
an interest in the columns of the paper. I 
was reading to-day the correspondence and 
reply in regard to sheep-raising. While | 
am not a farmer (I wish circumstances 
were such that 1 could be), I still have a 
fondness for the farm and stock-raising. A 
few weeks ago I wa@ at work at my trade 
(stair-building) in the town of Peabody, 
Mass., for J. B. Thomas, the well-known 
butcher of this vicinity.

While there | 
was frequently in the slaughter house, and 
as they were dressing lambs all the time, I 
had a chance to see and compare the differ- 
ence in the Merino an Southdown 
and other lambs. I also questioned 
the butchers about the merits of the 
different lots, and they told me that the 
Southdown was far ahead of the others as 
a class, and to look at the different carcasses 
it was plain that they were, for they looked 
nice and firm, while the Merino was in- 
clined to be thin and blue in color, and I 
noticed that the butchers had to take more 
care in removing the pelt; they said the 
Merino pelt was very tender (rotten) they 
called it. Now I know that the Merino has 
the reputation of bearing the heaviest 
fleece, but we all know that a large part of 
it is yolk or grease which is not wool. 
Now if Mr. Kent is going into raising 
lambs for market, it seems plain that he 
wants a breed that is in good demand and 
will bring the best price and of fast growth. 
[ will not undertake to tell him what to 
get, but he can experiment and find out for 
himself. 

I want also to say a few words about the 
Drew horse controversy. I do not pretend 
to know the pedigree of the horse, but I 
may throw a little light on the dark sub- 
ject and corroborate the main points of 
Mr. Thompson and Mr. Hunt.

Among the beautiful breeds of poultry, 
the Polish will ever rank first, and of these 
the White Crested Black are the most pop- 
ular. Their greenish, glossy black plumage, 
with large white crests render them attrac- 
tive everywhere. Under the headof Polish 
might be named the Houdans, Crevecoeurs, 
Gueldres and La Fleche for they belong to 
the same class. Of the Polish we have 
Golden, Golden Bearded, Silver, Silver 
Bearded, White, White Bearded, Buff Laced 
and White Crested Blacks. None of these 
are bred to amy great extent, probably be- 
cause their crests render them liable to dis- 
ease. We remember, when a boy, breed- 
ing this variety then known as *“Topknots.” 
They are great layers of pure white eggs, 
non-setters, easily confined and very do- 
mestic in their habits. The chicks are not 
hardy when first hatched, and must have 
warm pens and good care until five or six 
weeks old. The cocks weigh about 54 to 
6 lbs. and hens 44 to 5. ‘To be successtul 
in breeding Polish they must enjoy a very 
dry run; a gravelly sand suits them best. 


Facts Worth Remembering. 


It is better to set two or three hens at a 
time and allow one to raise the chicks. 
[t does not require any more scratching for 
thirty chickens than for three. 

If you use boxes for nests, cover the 
front with cloth and cut through the center 
to enable them to enter. 

They prefer a quiet, dark place. 

There are three things to be guarded 
against in raising chicks: 1 cold, 2 ver- 
min, 3 improper or indigestible food. 

Don’t allow the hens to wander about in 
the wet with the little chicks, but coop them 
in some dry protected place, and keep the 
little ones warm and comfortable. ‘The 
first four weeks will decide the question of 
profit. Get them by this time in good con- 
dition and they will have receieved a good 
start. 

Examine your broods frequently for 
signs of vermin and be sure that none re- 
main. This is an important element of 
success. 

On the question of food depends the size, 
strength and vigor of the chicks. We 
have seen people who would scald a basin 
of corn meal, and feed it, or allow the 
chicks to help themselves, until all was 
eaten, When we know that ina very few 
hours such food sours and becomes indi- 
gestable. Feed nothing uncooked to the 
growing chicks until they are large enough 
and old enough to take of grain. Pure 
sweet bread crumbed in milk, hard boiled 
eggs, and bread crumbs are the very beat 
kinds of food for the little ones. Cracked 
wheat and oats mixed with milk, and baked 
willdo much to strengthen, and will be 
eaten eagerly. After two weeks feed a 
litte whole wheat and give them access to 
oyster shells crushed, and ground bone. 
Noone deserves success unless willing to 
give attention to these details which insure

Eggs intended for hatching should be 
stood in bran, and placed ina dry, cool 
place with an even temprature, and in this 
way they may be kept two weeks.

Foeding for Eggs. 

{ have tried differémt ways of feeding 
hens, and am convinced thatI get most 
eggs by feeding wheat screenings. I have 
fed sorghum seed, corn meal, oats, corn 
and middlings, and have concluded that 
feeding wheat in the morning and shelled 
corn at night, with a feed of shipstuffs, wet 
up, having a good dose of ground pepper 
put in, and then baked and fed twice a week, 
and once in a while substituting powdered 
sulphur in place of pepper, is the best pian 
I give good shelter and good clean nests; 
feed regularly, and allow them a good 
range with plenty of gravel to scratch in. 
I sell the fowls when they are two years 
old, and always keep the best cocks and 
hens for hatching. I have lost only one 
hen ina year, and am satisfied that my 
fowls pay a larger per cent for the care and 
expense than any thing else. I have only 
commun chickens, but have kept the best 
until they are a large, healthy flock.—[ Zz.

- Trotting ret > Dewelepment. 


Twenty-five years ago a little bob tailed 
bay mare trotted a mile at Kalamazoo, 
Mich., in the then unparalleled time of 
2:1934, causing a wave of astonishment to 
sweep across the length and breadth of the 
turf world, most of the horsemen of the 
day asserting that the feat would not be 
equaled in the present generation. Since 
then the list of trotters that have got down 
in the *‘teens” is so long that itis not our 
purpose to recapitulate them in this column, 
but as the high-bred trotting horse is so 
peculiarly an American institution, and has 
made such giant strides in this compara- 
tively short period, it may be useful to see 
how this phenomenal improvement has 
been attained, and whether the next twenty 

ears are likely to reduce the seconds of 

‘arther Time in the same ratio as they were 

lowered between the days of Flora Temple, 
2:1934,and Maud S., 2:1034. In the first 
place much of this marvellous progress is 
due to the superior method of the trainers 
of late years as compared with those em- 
ployed by the old timers. 

The mechanical adjuncts to the sport are 
also responsible as helpers in the march of 
progress. In our present sulkies and light 
wagons the perfection of the scientific skill 
of the artizan is shown by a reduction of 
friction and weight toa minimum, while 
strength and stability remain a maximum, 
all tending to assist the trotter. Then, too, 
the improved scraping and rolling appli- 
ances of the trotting track of to-day, as 
represented by those now in use at the 
Gentlemen’s Driving Park, have contributed 
their mite towards establishing the new era 
of speed, as many horsemen wil! testify 
from practical demonstration. 

In the education of the young trotter, the 
toe-weight has been an important factor, 
but the progress made in the breeders’ art 
is doing away with this implement. For 
the conversion of pacers, and to balance 
badly-gaited trotters the toe and side 
weight is useful. Thorough biood well 
back, has been a vital element in the im- 
provement of the trotter, as regards form 
and staying power. The scores of examples 
that might be cited to sustain this theory 
are unnecessary, for it goes without saying 
that Maud 38., Jay-Eye-See, Grafton, Cling- 
stone, Edwin ‘Thorne, Monroe Chief, 
rrinket, and many others have coursin: 
through their veins more or less thorough- 
bred blood. A predominance of trotting 
strains is, hewever, pecessary to attain 
great speed at the gait, and if the trotter of 
the future is ever to demolish the magic ten 
seconds between the present recurd and the 
supposed limit, it will be obtained by 
judicivus crossing in this direction. We 
nave now several animals that have trotted 
quarters in 31}¢ or 31 seconds, and, perhaps, 
taster. Here, then, is the speed limit al- 
most, for that the trot can ever be made to 
approach even the speed of the natura! 
gait of the racehorse, is a chimera, and pro- 
bably never will be realized.

The Systems at Palo Alto. 


Speaking of the system of handling and 
educating colts at Palo Alto, since the ad- 
vent of Electioneer, the Breeder and Sports- 
man says: 

“When bought by Gov Stanford he 
(Electioneer) was comparatively unknown, 
so far out-ranked in the estimation of the 
experts, by Messenger Duroc, that he was 
thought almost unworthy of being named 
in conjunction with his stable companion. 
Mr. Stanford fancied his breeding fully as 
much as that of the big horse, and held his 
form to be so much superior that he rated 
him in immense proportion to the opinion 
of those who accompanied him to Stony- 
ford. As subsequent events have demon- 
strated, it was a wise choice, and in a little 
over three years from the time Electioneer 
landed in California, his fame was already 
great. it was meet that his first success 
should be from a St. Clair mare, and when 
Fred Crocker cut down the Eastern two- 
year-old time nearly six seconds, the son of 
Rysdyk’s Hambletonian and Green Moun- 
tain Maid vindicated the choice of his 
owner. At that time the training adjuncts 
at Palo Alto had not been perfected, and 
when the next crop of Electioneers were 
ready for schooling, it was still far from 
being in the complete condition it now ex- 
hibits. Before the construction of the 
miniature track, which will hereafter be 
described, Gov. Stanford was impressed 
with the idea that short, sharp work was 
the true plan of handling colts, and this 
was practical from the time the first colts 
were old enough to receive their prelimi- 
nary lessons. The yearlings had never 
been driven a mile until after the 
Embryo was trotted, and then it was done 
in order to form an estimate of how the 
Palo Alto youngsters compared wit those 
who had shown in public. The Embryo 
was won in 3.17}, the contending colts a 
good way behind, and the following day 
six of the same age were tried at Palo 
Alto. The range was 3.08 to 3.24, Wild- 
flower holding the outside place, Bonnie 
the first. At that time the weanlings were 
subjected to a daily course in the paddocks, 
there being the shape of a regulation track, 
though, of course, so much smaller that 
the colts were never outside of the reach 
of two men in the interior ground with 
four horse whips. Rarely, indeed, was a 
blow struck, the cracking of the lash or 
motions being sufficient to contro) the 
babies after a few lessons. 

‘These miniature tracks are carefully 
made, the short turns being well thrown 
up, and the material used easily kept soft. 
it is astonishing how readily the weanlings 
take to the work, and after the first flush 
of novelty has passed, and timidity over- 
come, they appear to enjoy the exercise 
nearly as much as a play ia the ficlds. 
There is great difference in the aptitude 
shown to acquire the fast trotting step. 
Some will sail along with all the grace and 
speed that can be desired, others are prone 
to gallop until many lessons have been 
given. Whenever there is the slightest in- 
dication of fatigue or even a lack of spirit, 
the play is stopped, and at the furthest only 
a few minutes is occupied with the instruc- 
tions to each. During the exercise they are 
frequently brought toa stop, and started 
in a reverse direction. The other colts, 
yearlings, and two-year-olds, are protected 
by boots, so that there is no danger of 
wounding the skin or knees, and this ring 
work is found beneficial to the elder as 
well as the youngsters. It is a decided im- 
provement over the old method of ‘lunging’ 
(allonging), as it leaves the animals entirely 
tree, whereas when circled on the run there 
is great danger of crossing the legs from 
the head being pulled to one side. There 
are several of these training paddocks at 
Palo Alto, so that a number of colts can be 
exercised at the same time, as this is neces- 
sary, as without that handy way of giving 
exercise, the large force of men and boys 
employed would have to increase three- 
fold. The plan has advantages over lead- 
ng by the side of a saddle horse. When 

there isa propensity to play, and the 
young stallions are prone to be mischievous 
and troublesome to the horse which acts as 
haperon. We have heard people argue 
that no reliable estimate could be made 
from the exhibition in the training pad- 
docks, and that the colt which showed the 
t then might turn out the best under 

This in a measure 
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share in perfecting the accomplishments of 
the Palo Alto Youngsters ; when inaugurat- 
ed by Governor Stanford it met with oppo- 
sition from nearly all the trainers of trotters, 
and who, in the confidence of their over- 
weening self-esteem, predicted ignominy 
and failure. The Governor, however, had 
the ‘courage of bis convictions,’ and could 
not be moved by assertions no matter how 
dogmatically pronounced. During Mr. 
Marvin's absence in the East, and in order 
to control the younger drivers, barricades 
were erected on the track so that the reg- 
ulation distance could -not be eusectell 
These were made something after the pat- 
tern ofa hurdle, and could be set up or 
taken down with little trouble. There 
were advantages outside of confining the 
work to short brushes resulting from this 
If an animal was unsteady there was no 
chance to give way to temper on the part 
of the driver, and lash and run the colt 
which had offended.

Change of Methods at Fairlawn. 

Mr. R. 8S. Withers, son of Gen. W. T. 
Withers, in the course of a business letter, 
writes : 

“I have changed the method of raising 
colts somewhat, in the last few years, and 
will give you an outline of the method that 
is now practiced at Fairlawn. The foals 
run with their dams until the latter part 
of September, and are then weaned. I have 
adopted the method of weaning early, both 
on theoretical and practical grounds. li 
the foal runs with its dam, until, say Nov. 
1, the winter is upon us before the colt 
gets used to the change from a milk diet to 
that of grain. During the first ten days 
after weaning it takes but a little exposure 
to the cold and wet to give it a cold, and 
colds rapidly degenerate into influeuza and 
distemper. This has been very fatal for 
the past few years throughout the whole 
blue grass region. By weaning early, be- 
fore the grass is all gone, and before the 
bad weather sets in, we give the weanling 
achance to get used to grain and grass, 
without materially checking its growth. 

“Another point, the dams, aiso have a 
chance to recuperate before the winter is 
upon us. instead of turning the colts oui 
in the paStures to rough it tor themselves, 
i now put them up in box-stalls, and turn 
them outon the grass every bright day. 
Young things want to be protected against 
every change of weather, until they have 
become thoroughly accustomed to their 
changed diet and condition. I now have 
the best lot of weanlings in the stable that 
we have ever had, and so far, have not had 
even acold amung them. We feed them 
all the shelled outs, corn, and first-class 
timothy hay that they will eat, and about 
twice a week give them a cooked mash oi 
bran, linseed meal, and oats. They have 
this treatment all winter,and when the 
spring is fully opened, we turn them out 
in the lots where they are fed in open 
sheds, until the grass affords them all the 
teed necessary. They run in nice lots all 
summer and the following winter with an 
occasional change trom one lot to the other. 
They have plenty of pure well water before 
them at ai times, and also large lumps of 
Louisiana rock salt to lick from, whenever 
they feel so inclined. 





“During the months of June, July, 
August, and September they have no grain 
as rule, but the weak ones are separated 


and fed when they need it. They have all 
the corn and oats they can eat during the 
feeding season, but are never pampered or 
pushed, as is the custom with some breed- 
ers. By this method we succeed in raising 
a race of colts that are as hardy and strong 
as if they were raised up wild on the plains. 
I do not believe in the old starvation plan, 
nor yet in the forcing process. The name 
of the second Lord of Fairlawn will best 
describe our course, Happy Medium. The 
colts are broken to halter when weaned. 
Some of the largest and most forward are 
broken to harness the fall after they are 
yearlings, but as arule they are not har- 
nessed until they are two years old. We 
drive them from four to six weeks, and 
|then turn them out and get in another lot. 
lit usually takes until the first of August 
| to get all broken. 

‘The first of September we get up all 
| the two-year-olds that the stable will hold, 
}and begin to shape them up for the fall 
}and winter trade. Our two-year-olds are 
never trained at all, for,as you know, we 
keep no trainers at Fairlawn. We usually 
sell the most of the two-year-olds before 
the following spring, but those that are 
kept over get moderate track work, and 
ouly what they show naturally is asked of 
them.” 
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| The Bifocts of Kind Treatment on Young 
Horses. 


| It would be difficult to find a prettier 
| sight than that of Tom Cannon making 
| friends with one of his young ones. It 
| seems to be his rule never to go up to the 
horse, but to let the horse come to him. 
Some of the high-bred, sensitive little crea- 
wures are extremely nervous. When their 
master goes into their box they get as far 
from him as possible, and eye his proceed- 
ings suspiciously. ‘They show a disposi- 
tien to start from his hand, however gently 
it is outstretched, and this they watch at 
first with apprehension. Presently they 
look up to his face, see the kindly smile, 
hear the persuasive tones of his voice, and 
by degrees, with their soft litle muzzles 
outstretched, only showing slight timorous- 
ness by the movement of their ears, they 
approach him. A sniff seems to have a 
wonderfully reassuring effect. I never saw 
one that was not very soon nestling its 
| dainty little head and rubbing its nose con- 
fidingly against its master, evidently ap- 
preciating caresses and soft words. The 
spectacle is delightful for a man who loves 
animals. I feel certain that if Sachem had 
been at Danebury—or rather at Houghton

been no occasion to pad his box. Who can 
say, too, what effect this mutual confi- 
dence between man and horse may not 
have when the race comes to be run? That 
young horses invariably do their best when 
fom Cannon rides them is notorious, yet 
he treats them as carefully as if they were 
children.— London Sporting News.

A Fow Thoughts. 


Spring is at hand. Also the period of 
the most general activity, especially upon 
the farm. More care is needful now, than 
during any other period of the year. The 
cows need extra care and careful feeding, 
that their appetites may be kept good, so 
they will hold their flesh during the critical 
period before andaftercalving The sheep 
that are with lamb should be separated 
from the others and be fed by themselves, 
about a month before they are to lamb. 
A small quantity of grain should be reg- 
ularly fed to them, consisting of India 
wheat, rye and peas, oats or bran. We 
should not recommend corn as it is more 
or less liable to cake their bags, especially 
in young ewes. All the ticks must also be 
destroyed, for if not, when the lambs come 
the ticks will all swarm from their mothers 
to their offspring. And when the shear- 
ing has been done, the ticks remaining on 
the sheep will,—in order to get out of the

expected them to get husbands so wealthy 
that there would be no need of their learn- 
ing to do it either.” ° 

Now | think this a very erroneous idea. 
Most of our American girls (even 
their parents may be quite poor) have 
nearly as great facilities or ge a 
education as their richer schoolmates, (that 
is, if they have the capacity to learn) and in 
free America they are not taught to con- 
sider themselves beneath anyone, only so 
far as their own actions may place them 
there ; and to be ranked on a level with such 
ignorant foreign help as we can always find 
in large towns and cities, is not at all con- 
genial to them. I wiil give a case that 
oecurs to me at this time. A young Ameri- 
can girl went from this State to Massachu- 
setts. She did not care to go out to work in 
her vative place, and having several rela- 
tives there, thought she should prefer that 
State to this; she feared ber education was 
not sufficiently good to carry her into the 
higher grades of work, and having a pretty 
good knowledge of housework, in all its 
details, she concluded to try that for a 
while, until something better should come 
to hand. At this time her health was quite 
good, and «he would pass for a strong, 
healthy country girl. She applied to, and 
obtained a place ina family of five mem- 
bers, three of them small children. The 
gentleman was thought to be quite wealthy, 
and both he and his wife were church wem- 
oers and always observed all the forms of 
& professed christian family. And yet, 
christians as they professed to be, they 
worked this girl without mercy, until her 
health was nearly ruined. She was never 
allowed to go into the sitting-room or parlor 
until by some accident, her mistress found 
yut that she could play the piano quite 
well, and after that, when she had company, 
she would often require her to come in and 
play for them to dance, no matter how 
weary, or how much she required rest and 
sleep ; for in addition to her bard work dur- 
ing the day, she was required to look after 
and take care of two of the children dur- 
ing the night. And she afterwards told 
her sister that hardly a night passed, but 
that she got up five or six times, and often 
even more than that. She disliked to be 
changing about, and so went on, uncom- 
plainingly, until at last one day, while wash- 
ing the dishes, she fell ina dead faint on 
the floor. They called in their family doo- 
tor who prescribed—rest, (as though she 
could get it there) and tor this one visit of 
the family doctor, that man charged her 
tive dollars, and took it owt of her scant 
wages when he settled with her; and I 
haven't an idea that the doctor got over 
two of it; his services would have been 
dear at that. She could not get time to go 
© the store for a pair of boots, so he took 
4 pair out of his store, and charged her 
four and a half dollars for just such a pair 
as you would get in Boston for $1.50. 
His little boy pulled the scalding coffee over 
one morning; she caught the child away 
and he was not burned at all, but she 
scalded her hand badly; he made her pay 
an lrish woman to do her work for several 
days, until her hand was healed enough so 
she could go to work again. | might enu- 
merate many more (atrocities I call them) 
that were practiced on her, but! think I 
have written enough to show one of the 
ureatest reasons why American girls de- 
cline to do housework. 

I will mention another. A young girl 
went to an invalid’s house just for a few 
jays, to accommodate her until she could 
get some one to come and stay permanently, 
not because she was obliged to go on ac- 
count of poverty, but to oblige a sick per- 
son; she chanced to be there over the Sab- 
bath, and sometime during the day she 
went into the parlor where the lady's daugh- 
ter and other members of the family were. 
Ibe daughter (who by the way was in no 
better circumstances than the one she ad- 
dressed, and was also her schoolmate) 
spoke to her and said, “go out of this 
room, hired help have no business in the 
parlor at all.” Should she be blamed for 
being disgusted with housework, except 
for herself? ‘This girl had considerable 
spirit, and told her she should never call 
her a hired girl because Aer money had 
hired her, and she never took her pay from 
that time to this. Both of these girls that 
I have written about are now earning more 
wages (at another sort of work) in one 
month, than they could earn in one year at 
housework; and with none of this being 
put down as though they were an inferior 
sort of being and not worthy any attention. 
In housework, the wages are too small and 
the indignities are too great for any Amer- 
ican girl with any spirit at all to submit to; 
and these are among the greatest causes of 
their unwillingness to do housework.

very height of learning and the cultivation 
and patronage of the fine arts. The most 
conspicuous villains that ever left behiod 
them a train of blood and destruction, have 
been the educated rascals. Whilé igno- 
rance is undoubtedly the “mother of 
crime,” some of the most appalling crimes 
have been committed by educated men and 
women. 

It is no new idea-that “education is the 
lever to raise mankind,” and a recent 
writer has taken the ground that “‘man 
has advanced just as he has developed 
intellectually, and in no other way.” In 
our own New England, education has been 
made the all in all in human progress. 
But we believe such a theory is untrue and 
untenable. Head-education may do well 
for an individual or for a nation even, but 
without God, and without obedience to bis 
laws, sooner or later sorrow will come, 
disaster will follow, and utter defeat 
ensue. The dead nations of antiquity tell 
the story. Look at Egypt, more advanced 
than any nation of antiquity save Greece, 
and the source whence Greece drew much 
of her knowledge. Look at Greece, even, 
and at Rome, and at India. Education has 
not saved them even to civilization. 

Purely intellectual training is good as 
far as it goes; but it does not go far 
enough. It is light, but not power. We 
should have the heart culture as well. From 
these united, and acting together in har- 
monious relations, we may hope for the 
best results. The best interests of society, 
require both education and religion; edu- 
cation enlightens religion, and_ religion 
sanctifles and empowers education. It is 
of the utmost importance to have the 
moral mature elevated and disciplined and 
renovated, while the mind is being taught 
and trained to think. It is but a one-sided 
education that deals with the intellectual 
powers alone. 

Look at the facts in regard to crime in 
great educational centres. The State of 
New York expends annually some ten 
million dollars in educating its children. 
But what is the result? The yearly in- 
crease in that State of appropriations for 
prisons, reformatories, and charitable in- 
stitutions of all kinds, does not show that 
this large outlay gives New York in return 
a more law-abiding and self-helpful popu- 
lation. In fifteen years taxation has been 
more than doubled in the State of New 
York for purposes of public charity. When 
we come to the record of embezzlers and 
defaulters, and other crimes not to be 
named here, we shall find that the perpe- 
trators did not come from the walks of the 
humble and uneducated. To read the an- 
tecedents of most of those who figure in 
the black list, might well make those per- 
sons despair who have supposed education 
to be the great preventive of crime. 

The official report of the Eastern Peni- 
tentiary of Pennsylvania, shows the same 
facts. Of 862 convicts between 1870 and 
1879, 612 had attended echools. In 1880, 
of 95 received, 64 had been In the public 
schools. The report says the number of 
convicts ‘who have received a plain educa- 
tion” is increasing yearly. 

And so we might go through the statie- 
tics, from Maine to the farthest State in 
the Union. They would show that simply 
head education has failed to uplift men and 
make them better; that education has no 
reformatory power. Real education should 
develop the entire nature of man, put- 
ting his intellectual powers in harmony 
with, if not under the control of, his moral 


and religious powers. It is a fact known bas

The much talked about bankruptcy bill 
has passed the Senate. ‘he bill constitutes 
the several district courts of the United 
States, courts of bankruptcy, always open. 
‘These courts shall appoint commissioners 
im bankruptcy not exceeding the number of 
Congressmen in each State. The commis- 
sioner has power of master in chancery. 
The court shall also appoint supervisors bo 
bankruptcy, at a salary of $3000. The 
salary of the commissioners is to be $2000, 
with possible allowances by the Court of 
$1000 a year, according to extent of busi 
ness. Any man owing $1000 or more whe 
takes leg bail, or attempts fraud, is to be 
declared bankrupt. The bankrupt may be 
allowed $500 for support pending proceed- 
ings. The bill has yet to pass the House, 
and its passage there is very doubtful. 

The bill establishing a labor bureau has 
passed the House. The bill is not in the 
interest of any school of political economy, 
but will benefit all classes in the gathering 
of labor and industrial statistics. A com- 
missioner is to gather statistics. ‘The House 
passed a bill extending the benefits of the 
pension laws to all honorably discharged 
soldiers and sailors of the war of the rebel- 
lion, who have become disabled from 
manual labor (not by their own bad habils 
or misconduct) since being discharged 
The bill also provides that the fact that a 
man was in the service for three months 
shall be taken as prima facie evidence that 
he was then in good heulth, free from the 
cause of disability for which he claims a 
pension. This bill passed the house 165 to 
57. It is likely to pass the Senate and be- 
come a law. The pension appropriation 
bill was passed on Tuesday.
